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censure Israel for the 
Gars incident. It is also re- 
ported that the resolution may 
contain a clause taking ac- 
count of the Egyptian acts of 
aggression against Israel. It is 
expected. too, that the reso- 
lution will include a direction 
to Israel and Egypt to get to- 
gether to avoid such incidents 
in the future and to devise 
means of lessening tension on 
the Israel-Egyptian border. 


There is some indication 
that the discussion in the Se- 
curity Council may this time 
attempt to go somewhat deep- 
er into the question than has 
been the custom in the past 
when the views expressed 
were far too obviously W 
shadowed by the sparring 
and shadow boxing of the 
cold war. Unhappily this 
element will again be present 
om this occasion since the 
meetings between the Soviet 
Gelegate and the Egyptian 
representative indicate that 
the Russians hope to widen 
the rift between Egypt and 
the West that has resulted 
from Abdul Nasser’s angry 
frust ation over the signing 
of the Turco-Iraai pact. This 
will make objectivity di- 
ficult for tne West. it already 
appears that they are torn 
betweon a desire to deal ten- 
derly with Egypt and ae dawn- 
ing comprehension at long 
last that there are elements 
of the situation in the Middle 
East which will not be sett- 
led by continued appeasement 
of the Arab states. For what- 
ever are the public deciara- 
tions of the U.S. State Depart- 
ment and the British Foreign 
Office. they cannot disguise 
from themselves the know- 
ledge that Israel was forced 
into the Gaza incident by the 
very real provocations of 
Egyot. in the face of a sincere 
search for peace and extreme 
patience
